Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment has not been entered because it would raise the new 
issue of "forming given structures in the cylinder bearing surface by using an additional 
laser treatment" in combination with the powdery material being selected from the group 
consisting of a silicon-containing material, a tungsten-containing material, and a nickel- 
containing material (claim 4). This combination of limitations was absent from currently 
pending claims 1-16, and therefore would require further search and consideration. 
Additionally, the newly presented limitation was not previously presented in combination 
with the limitations of independent claims 13 or 15, and therefore would require further 
search and consideration.
